Ireland brothers 
deserve freedom

THE Ireland brothers — the subject of a transfer wrangle with 
Queensland First Division club Mt Gravatt — believe that they 
have no commitment to the club. 


In fact, they contend 
that it was Mt Gravatt 
themselves that 
breached the agree- 
ment. 

They have called 
upon the Australian 
Soccer Federation, the 
Queensland Soccer 
Federation and FIFA 
to declare that they are 
clear to go where they 
like. 

The whole sorry 
story began whilst the 
brothers — no dab 
hands at playing foot- 
ball — were in Lon- 
don, after a period 
playing in the United 
States followed by a 
term in the Middle 
East as’ qualified 
coaching assistants 
with Dutch master 
coach Wiel Coerver. 

They agreed to 
come to Australia and 
play for Mt Gravatt in 
an arrangement that 
included coaching 
duties as well. 

The club itself 
arranged air tickets for 
them from London via 
Tokyo to Brisbane. 

The agreement at 
that stage was verbal 
and included arrange- 
ments for employment 
and transport. Later a 
written contract was 
signed. 

Entry into Australia 
posed no problems as 
they are Australian 
citizens. 

At that stage, the 
B ireland brothers say,

the deal collapsed. 

Simon said: ‘‘We 
didn’t receive 
accomodation and had 
to find somewhere to 
stay, which involved 
going to friends on the 
Gold Coast. 

Later, visa player 
Simon Roberts ar- 
tived, and he wasn’t 
given accomodation, 
and was dispatched to 
live with us on the 
Gold Coast. 

“He wasn’t paid his 
agreed figure — that 
is, not until he left 
after 10 weeks with the 
club. 

“The Immigration 
Department ordered 
that he be repatriated.

“As well, we feel we 
were made to look like 
ogres.”

“His credentials are 
so outstanding that he 
is a FIFA lecturer who 
is often retained by 
UEFA and even 
coaches his methods in 
Brazil. 

“SBS TV has final- 
ised arrangements for 
a televised series here 
in Australia.”

SERMANNI STILL 
GOING STRONG 


HE may have seen 
more seasons than 
anyone else in the 
side, but those 
who doubt Tom 
Sermanni’s con- 
tinuing value to 
Canberra Croatia 
were not at the 
Melita Stadium for 
the NSW Cup final. 

Sermanni’s con- 
tribution to the “his- 
toric” win over Melita 
Eagles, especially in 
the first half when his 
side was taking more 
than it was giving out, 
was crucial. 

He doesn’t cover the 
ground as fast as a few 
Seasons ago, but that 
was irrelevant as he 


steered Croatia 
through its difficult 
spell. 


Every time he re- 
ceived the ball he was 
in space, every time he 
released it, there was a 
telling pass which re- 
lieved pressure. 

He was a cool, com- 
petent captain riding 
out the storm, waiting 
for the Melita fury to 
die. 

And it was typical of 
Sermanni, who has 
had to fight for every 
honour and advantage 
he has won from the 
game, that he was not 
getting carried away by 
Croatia’s superb 
performances in the 
latter stages of that 
competition. 

The down-to-earth 
Scot said the club’s 
worst enemy was com- 
placency. 

“Pre-season com- 
petitions give a notor- 
iously false impression 
of form and we should 
not get carried away 
with what we did 
against Rockdale, 
Newcastle and Meli- 
ta,” he said. 

But he added that he 
was encouraged by the 
way individual mem- 
bers were working for 


each other. 

“And that has 
generated a team spirit 
and an optimism I can- 
not remember in any 


other Canberra 
squad,”’ added Ser- 
manni. 


“Take the case of 
Doug Marcina. He had 
a poor first half against 
Melita and in other 
years he would have 
disappeared. Instead, 
he came back and 
played a blinder.” 

His own form had 
been a worry at’first. 


“T was not happy in 
the first couple of 
games,"’ said Ser- 
manni. 

“But with the press- 
ure off from last sea- 
son when I had to wor- 
ry about coaching as 
well, I feel I have be- 
come mentally shar- 
per, and the way the 
team*has played has 
helped me. 

“The great thing ab- 
out Croatia is that 
although we are a 
young side, we are not 
an inexperienced one. 

“Everyone in the 
line-up is capable of 
shouldering their share 
of responsibility. 

“IT won’t make any 
predictions about win- 
ning the NSW League, 
but the feeling around 
the club is that it will 
be a good side that 
beats us.” 

When the final whis- 
tle blew after the cup 
win — Canberra’s first 
major triumph in its 
12-year history — Ser- 
i’s immediate 
reaction was to head 
Straight back to the 
dressing room. 

“Being presented 
with a trophy is not 
something you're used 
to at Canberra,’ he 
said. 

Croatia supporters 
will be hoping he will 
have plenty more prac- 
tice before the 1989 
season is over.

Gagetti, who has yet 
to kick a ball for

THE gu: ‘ded Brian Garvey is still reticent to admit it, but the

the rails and running. 

A courageous cup 
win against Preston 
Makedonia and a 
league drubbing of 
Heidelberg in the 
space of four days indi- 
cates things are taking 
the turn for the better 
at Middle Park despite 
Garvey’s- always taci- 
turn comments. 

After the cup win, 
the wily Garvey played 
down the importance 
of the result. 

But even he would 
have been heartened 
at the turn of events in 
recent weeks after

year. 

South Melbourne, in 
form, is still Mel- 
bourne’s best bet for 
the NSL title. 

And now that the 
boom team of 1988 is 
re-capturing at least 
some of its form, it 
might finish on strongly. 

Depth and experi- 
ence have been lacking 
at Hellas, particularly 
over the first eight 
weeks of this season. 

But the single goal 
cup win against high- 
flying Makedonia indi- 
cated that Garvey is 
resolving weaknesses 
in both those areas. 

Three important 
points came from the 
cup win. 

Firstly, it 
achieved without both 
Paul Wade and Mike 
Petersen, who started 
off the bench. 

Paul Foster, 
Wright and youngster 
Bill Tsiakos didn’t

FIFA needs to rethink

PROPOSALS put 
to FIFA regarding 
the conduct of a 
future Women’s 
World Cup would 
reduce the tourna- 
ment to the status 
of an under-12 
boys competition, 
the president of 
the Australian 
Women’s Soccer 
Association, Elaine 
Watson, said. 

She said the propo- 
sals, which supposedly 
came from the Arab 
bloc, called for an 
under-18 competition 
with 50-minute games, 
smaller balls and 
pitches. 

“This is quite un- 
acceptable and we will 
be telling FIFA this in 
no uncertain terms,” 
Watson said. 

Speaking after being 
elected president of 
the Oceania Women's 
Football Confedera- 
tion, Watson said fu- 
ture games for the 
-Oceania Cup would be 
80 minutes, rather 
than 70 as at present. 
=~“And we will also 
be pressing for the 


OWFC to be given full 
membership of the 
Oceania men's 
body,” she said.

For the big-hearted 
28 year-old new Mel- 
bourne JUST goal- 
keeper, his signing for 
an NSL club is a dream 
come true.

‘His sensational cup tie send-off came late in the 
game after Heidelberg’s Angie Goutzioulis was 
floored behind the play and Adzic was singled out to 
the referee by a linesman after an all-in brawl 
threatened to erupt. 

“Te was my fault I think,” he admitted checkily. 

“He stepped on my toes — the referee didn’t see 
that — and I guess I just pushed him away.” 

‘Now with that hiccup behind him, Adzic wants to 
get back into the action with his new club. 

‘He’s even keener than he was before arriving in 
‘Australia, where he now wants to stay, because the 
standard of the game here is much better than he 
expected. 

“[’m really surprised that the Soccer here is so 
good,” he told me. 

“I became aware of Australia’s talent when the 
national team defeated Yugoslavia last year. 

“When I first heard the result I thought it might 
have been a mistake. 

“But when I watched the game, I thought Austra- 
lia might have scored two or three goals in the end. 

“The local Soccer here is good too. 

“If everything is OK, I will stay here now, 
although I don’t know what will happen because I 
still have a year of my contract to run in Canada. 

“T like it here — at least the weather is nice.” 

‘Adzic, who left Dinamo Zagreb to join Hamilton at 
21, enjoyed his stay in Canada. 

‘Although disappointed at leaving Dinamo, he 
made every post a winner with Hamilton Steelers. 

Adzic also played indoors in North America with 
the Minnesota Strikers, but it was in Canada where 
he really made his mark. 

Two years ago he helped the Steelers to the natio- 
nal cup final where they were narrowly beaten by 
Calgary. 

Last year, the Steelers won 17 of its first 18 games 
with Adzic to the fore. 

Now the job is ahead of him to lift Melbourne 
Croatia off the deck. 

“We've played OK since I’ve been here so far, but 
we're not scoring the goals we need”, he said. 

“We attack a lot, but if we don’t-sctife it doesn’t 
matter how well we play”.

ACCORDING to a 
carefully resear- 
ched survey in 


twice more I 
to be injure: 
Soccer than defen- 
ders. 

The actual percen- 
tage is 12 for defenders 
and 25 for strikers. 

Among the strikers, 
wingers are the most 
injury-prone: 29 per- 
cent of them have at 
least one _incapacitat- 
ing injury per season. 

The statistics only 
confirm what one has 
known for ages. The 
main reason, of 
course, is that in most 
cases, it is the defender 
who tackles the strik- 
er, and not the other 
way round. 

To put it bluntly: it’s 
the forward who runs 
or dribbles with the 
ball, and it’s the defen- 
der who “challenges”. 

A challenge usually 
involves a charge, a 
tackle or a kick against 
a forward whose main 
preoccupation is to 


' keep the ball, not to 


keep his feet. 
Despite all this, it is 


} amazing how much 


more latitude referees 
allow defenders than 


| forwards.

When a striker is 
pushed off the ball in- 
side the penalty box, 
few referees are willing 
to blow their whistle. 

Seemingly, they 
“understand” this was 
the only opportunity 
the defender had to 
prevent a goal. 


However, when a 
striker commits the 
same foul, his eager- 
ness is promptly penal- 
ised. 


It is almost as 
though referees sub- 
consciously admit that 
any means are fair to 
defend what you have 
— but absolute “pur- 
ity’ is required to 
achieve what you hope 
to obtain. 

Of course, the rules 
do not mention defen- 
ders, strikers or mid- 
fielders, only players. 

Any offence and any 
foul SHOULD be 
judged on its merits. 

But they seldom are, 
and this is one of the 
great “conspiracies” of 
Soccer reluctanctly 
accepted by coaches 
and players alike. 

We all know re- 
ferees should not take 
it on themselves to 
consider the consequ- 
ences of their deci- 
sions. 


Yet they do, almost 
as though they have 
given themselves the 
divine right of bygone 
royalty to determine 
when it’s proper or im- 
Proper to allow a goal 
to happen. 


Occasionally, a re- 
feree comes along who 
is courageous and in- 
telligent enough to 
disclaim such rights by 
awarding a penalty in 
the first few minutes of 
a vital game. 

Such a referee 
adopts a welcome 
philosophy that lets 
the player consider the 
consequences of his 
rash act, not him. 


Regrettably, this is 
the exception as there 
are far too many re- 
ferees who, out of 
sheer human weak- 
ness, can’t or won't 
adopt a similar atti- 
tude. 


Forwards should not 
enjoy special protec- 
tion, but the onus 
should not always be 
on them. 


They risk life and 
limb and should be 
accorded better cover 
by refs.
